WORK OF THE SESSION. 

The session of the Imperial jiarliainont 

whicli has jnst eoiiie to an end has not 
been v<!i'y friiitfni. .\ brief sniniiiary of 
tlio Work pcrfi itnicil will be interesting: 
The tJueeii H speech in January last spec 
ified fifteen nieusuros, the passing of 
which tvere decided to bo necessary to the 
prosperity of the country. Out of the 
lifteen, si.v liavi^ been passed and laicome 
laws, viz.: The Irish Crinie.s bill, the 
Irish Land bill, the Allotment bill, by 
which every laborer is to have his long- 
promised three acres and a cow if ho can 
pay for them. The three remaining 
measures are peculiar to Scotland. Noth- 
ini; partii'iiliir has been (bme for Kiii.,'lat)d, 
and eveiyboily sreius vc'ry glail to have 
been let almie so severely. I'arliani'jiit 
sat for thirty-three weeks, lost by death 
five mcmber.s, by elevation and Kuccession 
to tho Peerage oi^ht, and twonty-tive new 
members wore introduced during the 
session. 

PALLISBR DEAD. 

The name of Palliser will always be 
most intimately coiiiu^eleil with the early 
hist<u'y of the .Ni n l Inv est . .No one who 
knows the country needs In be lold of tho 
valuable e.Nploring work dom^ by Mr.,lohii 
Palliser, C.M.d., in tho Far West, and in 
typoffraphieally detcnnining the interiui- 
tioniu boundary line from Lake Superior 
across the Rockies to the I'aeille. Hence 
i;. will be u illi leggel llial tin; news will 
bu rt'ci'ived of the deal h of t he Veteran 
explorer at his resideneo in Ummty Wa- 
terford in the seventy-lirat year of his age. 
It wiiiilil In; dillicult to say how large a 
a iKU'tion of his life Mr. Palliser spent 
iimongst the woods and prairies and 
inoiinl.-dn ranges of Xortli .Vtnerica. He 
gave tlie woilil Home results of Ins experi- 
ence in his work entitled "The .Solitary 
Hunter," but, from a Canadian atnud- 
poiiit, the most valuable product of hi.i 
labors is to be found in parliamentary 
papers containing full reports of his e.xpe- 
dition in connection with tho b(.iuulary 
under a commission from tho home g(jv- 
ernment in 1855 and IHtit). I''or years 
thfcso reports woro tho best, if not tho solo 
authority 021 a region wliioli was then 
IniJ/ am usJuioirti iMid.

DOES FRANCE PANT FOR WAIi. 

Extended acccjuiits of the sontinieiit 
that characterized tho speeches delivered 
at tho banquet to tho Seventeenth Army 
Corps ikt Toulon have coine to hand. The 
remarks of tho princii)al speakera w ere 
positively throatonin{{. All etl'ort to clothe 
the language in diplomatic phrase- 
ology was abandoned and toasters and 
toasted spoke without tho least reserve. 
Tho mayor, in proposing tho health of tho 
corps said: "You apeak of the soldiers of 
tho Soventeonth Corps, which 1 have the 
honor to command. They have shown 
amply during tho past few days tbtit 1 
can reckon on thorn a.s on myself, and 1 
kiu)w what 1 can do for them. 1 belong 
to them, and 1 miii ready to march at 
their head." (iuneral N'inceiuloii, 
with much enidtion, replied. "NN'hat 
1 say of soldiora applies to us. Gen- 
eral. ■ I am sure that you are aware of 
this. We shall follow a chief like you 
with pride and eonlidonco everywhere." 
Tho correspondent of Lc Alutin who was 
present at thf l)ani|Uot and telegrai)heil 
these apeeche.s, adds: "When Galea had 
bad concluded hia address, sdence reign- 
ed in the banquet-hall. Not a word, not 
a gesture was there. The superior olhcora 
liromptly raised their glasses like men for 
whom language does not stiHice, btit who 
are i)roijared for everything. 1 lay s])ecial 
stress on this Hilonce, and 1 do not think 
it necessary to point out its character." 
"Doubt no longer oxiats. We thank you 
for having opened our eyes. We dared to 
hope for revenge. It is with impatience 
that we await it. " This utterance has 
created great inu^aainess (jii a(;eouut of tho 
manner with which it was received by tho 
ofiicers ])re3eut. ( ielieral Breart had j ust 
referred, with considorablo sjitisfaction, to 
the success with which the mobilizjitioii 
experiment bad been attended, ending his 
remarks as foUowa: "Gentlemen, at the 
risk of repeating niyaelf, T shall proclaim 
tho fai;t once more, that we know our 
strength and France knows it now. I 
have nothing to add but tho words, W^e 
are ready and waiting." It was then 
that, in his double capacity of Deputy 
Mivj'or and Councilor, ( ieneral Galea rose 
and said: "Gentlemen, 1 propose the 
toast of the 'The Seventeenth Corps,' 
and I thank you, (ieneral, for having hd 
kindly taken note of the fact that tho 
municipalities have everywhere performed 
their dut^. It is now ray turn to 
declare that France knows what she owes 
to her army and reposes her trust in it. 
What yon said just now of the geiieral.s 
and of troops under their orders alao tip- 
pliea to th(i municipalities. They know 
their duties, and they have a lively sense 
of their mission. It is surprising that 
they have not fulfilled It. I raise my glasa 
in honor of the Seventeenth corps, and 
n<iwdrink to the whole of tho French army, 
which is the supreme hope of niir covmtry 
—to the army which must and will give us 
revenge. Rely on us as we rely on you. " 



PHYSICAL DETERIORATION. 

Sir Tho.ma.s Ckawfoko recently doliv- 
ei ed an address at the Congress of the 
British Medical Association in Dublin. 

Referring to the boasts of the i;hampioiiM 
of sanitary science aa to the prolongation 
of life which has been secured through 
improved sanitary ;in angcmenta, he said 
there was evidence of jjerceptiblo deter- 
ioration or degredatiou of life in tho low- 
er order of people. An analysis of tho 
results from 32,324 examinations of men 
made lij' army siirfgeons from ISliO to IStii 
inclusive showeil that, during tl.nsi' years, 
in which the luinibor of men ri'ijuireil for 
tho army averaged (),4tj5, and perniittcd 
therefore a stricter investigation of physi- 
cal fitness both by recruiters and surgeons 
the rejections from all causes were only 
371.67 per 1,000; while out of 132,5fi3 
men examined between 1882 and 18Htj, 
inclusive, the rejections were 415.8 per 
1,000. A careful examination of those 
tables led to tho inference tliat the lower 
class, from whom the recruits for the 
army are chiefly taken, are of an inferi(jr 
plij'siipie now to what tbi;y wi;ri) twenty- 
live years ago. The recruits drawn from 
town-bred poi)ulatioiia g;avo by far the 
larger proportion of rejections; while the 
causes uf rejection usually indicate a de- 
cidedly inferior physique. The rejections 
from defective vision and diseases of the 
eye wen; nearly -12 per 1,000, exclimivt: of 
all those; whose defects ol N'ision were so 
obvious as to attract the recruiter and who 
would be thus excluded. There wau a 
peculiar form of o[)tlialniia which, wher- 
ever it was met with, whether in military 
or civil life, was mainly caused by the 
vitiated atmosphere arising from ovoi- 
crowiling. ( )f late ye.'irs that scourge had 
been [nactically baiiisb(;d by tin; saiiitJity 
improvements 'hat have been introduced 
into barracks. It wan td his mind the 
most striking . .jtraticju of what such 
measures could accomplish, and there w as 
no longer any excuse fur the existence of 
tho disease. As with the blind so with 
the iiiHaiu;. Wli-u -were the causes which 
produced the \oiy" larg(; class of sullerers 
included under fbi'i lica<r(' Ilo might be 
told these causes were inorjil, lying be- 
yond tho proper sphere of the aanitaiy of- 
ficer; Init was it. really so I 'I'hey must 
look til improved p(!riiOiial hygiene, espe- 
cially during the training of tho young, 
if they desired those classes of bread- 
winners HO reared that they nuLdit enter 
upon tho struggles of life both mentally 
and physicaUy fit; and if that be so with 
tho bread-winners, why not still more ne- 
cessary in regard to the genesis of tin; 
future race I The liabits u{ the people, 
too, had a very marked eflect Ui'.oii the 
ilovolopmunt of deterioration of the spe- 
cies. Look at the efl'octa of pbj sical cul- 
ture as seen in the uppier and middle 
classes of England at the present time 
whore every well regulated school has its 
gymnasium, every village its cricket- 
ground, and every lionao its lawn tennis 
courts, and compare the young men and 
women to be seen there with the dwarfed 
specimens of humanity in tho overcrowd- 
ed slums of tho largo towns. The result of 
such a contrast will oonviiioe the most 
scepticil n(pt only of the value but also of 
tho necessity of odiicaling public opinion 
on this im|iortant subject.
